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A RETROSPECT. 

Tin 1 handsome little pamphlet issued 
this season l»y tin* Winter Park Com¬ 
pany tells us that-Mr. lairing A.Chase 
found Winter Park a nameless ami 
almost uninhabited tract of pine 
woods, only seven years ago. I'p to 
that time the place had attracted no 
mofe attention tiian any ot her similar 
area of pine woods, and showed no 
sign of the pretty town which was so 
soon to cover it. Mr. Phase, however, 
soon secured t he aid of Mr. Oliver K. 
Chapman, and together they set to 
work to show to other people the 
possibilities of'the place, which had 
taken possession of their own imagi¬ 
nations. In their own minds they saw 
a winter Newport or Saratoga spring¬ 
ing from the stumps of the pine trees 
which were then t he almost undisputed 
tenants of the ground. The South 
Florida Railroad, then being built, 
helped.them to realize their plans by 
making the place accessible to theout- 
sidc world- indued, without that, per- 
haps the possibility of itsdevelopment 
would not have meurred to them. He 
that ns it may, a very short time has 
proved that they made no mistake in 
their selection of a location. With 
full faith in their scheme, they went to 
work, laid out t.lieir town, advertised 
it extensively, brought people to see 
it, planted trees, built a store, town 
hall, and cottages, toshow what could 
be done, and give an idea of what the 
town might be made when more people 
came to join them. After four years 
of this sort of work they had succeeded 
in arousing sufficient interest and gain¬ 
ing t he confidence and ro-operat ion of 
others to enable them to form the 
present Winter Hark Company. This 
was in 1885, and that same year saw 
the Seminole Hotel built, and the 
Company fairly at work to carry out | 
the plans of its promoters'. The hotel 
was filled the first season, and much 
to their surprise, netted a handsome 
profit to the proprietors. Last year, 
although it was an exceptionally dull 
winter ill Florida, the hotel again did 


Well, and this season promises to go' 
ahead of either of the others. 

, From the very beginning of the 
town's development, there has been a 
remarkably steady growth, which in 
spite of dull seasons Ims never stopped 
for a moment. Houses of tasteful de¬ 
sign and comfortable si/.eand appoint¬ 
ments have multiplied year by year, 
stores have increased'll! number and 
extent of stock, churches have been 
built, hotels and boarding holism have 
hecii opened, and last, but far from 
hast, Hollins College has been estab¬ 
lished, and has grown to a very im¬ 
portant position among the educa¬ 
tional instil lit iottsof the,State. Mean¬ 
while, the country about *us has not 
been backward, and our merchants 
owe much of their success to the fact 
that quite a large area of country 

I around finds its most convenient 
market here. 

[ Our railroad, from a littleseveii-and 
a-half ton engine, running on sixteen 
pound iron, with a gauge-of three.feet, 
has developed t o a full-grown st ululat'd 
gauge road with engines of thirty tons 
and over running on fifty-pound steel 
rails, and pulling heavy trains of 
freight or first-class passenger coaches. | 
Instead of a slow and uncertain service ( 
from Jacksonville by the river-, w« are 
now on the through rail route by 
which the mails reach Tampa, on their 
way to Key West and Havana, lie- | 
sides this we have another railroad 
nearly ready for the iron between here 
and Orlando, and which it is intended 

j to extend eastward to the Atlantic 
coast. 

The best of it all is that everything 
that is here is here to stay. There is 
no make-shift, temporary work about 
it, but everything is well built and in¬ 
tended for permanent use. fn this we 
differ from some mushroom places, 
that have grown up in a night, only to 
disappear as quickly. For a perma¬ 
nent town, our progress has been re¬ 
markably rapid and satisfactory, and 
we have, every right to congratulate 
ourselves on the past, and look for¬ 
ward with confidence to the future. 


A cai.i, at the Rogers House a few 
days ago was rewarded by a pleasant 
reception on the part of Mrs. Rogers, 
who takes a just pride in her pleasant 
company of guests, and her arrange¬ 
ments to make her house comfortable 
and attractive for them. Not least 
among the attractions of the house is 
the large flower garden around it, 
which abounds with rare and beauti¬ 
ful (lower> and tropical fruits. The, 
plants are evidently Mrs. Rogers’ es¬ 
pecial pels, and have had constant 
care and I bought. Thu result is seen 
in a tine growth and an abundance of 
beaut if III flowers, which area source 
of pleasure to many besides I he owner, 
as witness the fine display often seen 
in church, and the handful of roses 
which we carried home ourselves. If 
every one who enjoys the results of 
this garden would only take pains to 
go and do likewise, they would be well 
repaid themselves and be t he means of' 
pleasure to Others as well.

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On the Black List. 

Mr. (leorge Reiman, tin* Siberian 
traveler and writer, has been black- 
lint ed by tin* Russian Government,and 
will not be |M*rmitted to r«*-«*nt«*r tin* 
Czar's dominions. ‘’I expected, of 
coursw,” says Mr. Kennnn, “to In* put 
on the Russian black-list. I am only 
thankful that I sucrwded in crossing 
the frontier with all r»f my material 
ami papers coming this way. Theout- 
side'of'the Russian frontier line is a 
good enough wide for me at present. I 
became satisfied before I got half 
through Siberia that I should never be 
permitted to go there again, and t hat 
after the publication of my papers no 
other foreigner wonld.be allowed to 
make investigations there, and I lost 
no possible opport unity to secure ac¬ 
curacy and thoroughness., I brought 
back more than 50 pounds of notes, 
papers, and origins l'»locunn*nts, many* 
of the latter from secret (Government 
archives, besides 500 or OOO foolscap 
pages of manuscript prepared for me 
by politicalexilcsiu all parts of Siberia, 
and rovering the most noteworthy 
episodes in their lives. I visited every 
convict mine in Siberia, and every con¬ 
vict prison except one, and I believe I 
know the exile system better than 
most ollicers of tin* exile administra¬ 
tion, and far better thananyoutsider.
